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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that the conditional branch 
does not update a flag; however, White col 34 lines 24-29 states, "When branch functional unit 235 receives a tag for the requested flag 
operand sub-group, the requested flag information for that subgroug is forwarded from the functional unit which updates such flags to the 
branch functional unit 235 via result bus 280." Consequently, it is explicitely written that instruction, considered to be an indirect update 
instruction does, in fact, update the flag register. The flag register is clearly updated as a result of the indirect update instruction. 



Examiner has also clearly indicated how and why these instructions within White are being interpreted as direct and indriect instructions. 
See previous office actions. 



Examiner also asserts that the claim language stating that the first instruction is EITHER a direct update instruction OR an indirect update 
instruction does not necessarily require prior art to find both of these limitations. So, for Applicant to fully overcome the rejection. 
Applicant is required to show that BOTH the direct update instruction AND the indirect update instruction are not disclosed in the 
reference. 
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
